Stmma — An order from the Adjutant 
Geaeral’s offioe hae announced the death of 
Msjor Theodore Talbot, Chief of General 
Wadsworth’s Staff, and direotod that the 
offioors of the Department shall wear the 
badge of monrnieg for thirty days. Major 
Talbot was one of the Sumpte* heroes, and 
will be reeolleeted as the young offioer who 
bore dispatches several timea between Major 
Anderson and the President, and the eame 
offioer and the rebel aulhoritiee of Charlee- 
ton. He was then simply a First Lieuten- 
ant of Artillery. After the fall of Sumpter 
he was promoted to Major in the Adjutant 
General’s Department. Msjor Talbot en- 
tered the army from civil life. He was 
Lieutenant and Adjutant of Fremont’s 
mpnnted California Volnnlsera in 1846, and 
in 1847 rceeived the appointment of Lien- 
tenant in the regular army. He was a 
native of the Distriot of Columbia. At his 
funeral, where a solemn high mass was cel- 
ebrated, and Mosart’s Requiem snag, the 
Bishop, who officiated, dwelt partioularly 
upon the loyalty of the deceased as one of 
the chief merits of hie oharaotcr. 

g^^The Ashtabula (Ohio) Sentiuel says 
that in Norton, Summit county, a few weeks 
ago, Miss Tonag, the daughter of the post- 
master, was aooidenully shot in the faoe, a 
pistol ball entoriug at the corner of her eye, 
and as asoertaiued by probing, passing to 
the baok of the head.

The light- draught steamer Shreveport, 
Capt. John B. LaBarge, left port last even- 
ing, bound for Fort Bento'h, the Falls of the 
Missouri, and Washington Territory. The 
beat will remain at Fort Benton until fall, 
and her passengers will penetrate the ooun- 
try-^f whioh hitherto so little has been 
knows. Thsy expect te establish a oolony 
ia Bitter Root Valley, whioh is almoBt three 
husdrsd miles in a sonthwest dirootion from 
Fort Benton. 

Good workmen in all the meohanioal 
trades are smoog the psssengere of the 
Shreveport, inclading a fair proportion of 
minere — old Californians — who will make 
explorations in the newly dieoovered gold 
regions of Washington Territory. They 
are all sanguine of finding the oonntry rich 
in the precious metal. The passengers of 
Ihe Shreveport are all adventurers, many 
of whom are men of wealth, and the follow- 
ing is a list of them, so far as we were able 
to get their names :

A deserter from the enemy at Fort 
Wiight says they have one tenninoh mortar, 
but that they have not fired it bat onoe or 
twioe, fearing that the Southern iron of 
whioh it is m^e is too brittle to withstsod 
regular disoharges He also says their 
biggest guu is in the same category. 

The firing of the mortars at night, lately, 
has been regular enough to keep the rebels 
awake, if nothing else By daylight but 
few shells are thrown, but at night the dis 
charges are pretty regular. I presume the 
object ia simply to notify the enemy that 
we are awake. 

A reoounoissanoe down the river, yes- 
terday, revealed seven of the enemy’s 
gnnbeats lying at anohor off Fort Wright. 

The river is still over the banks here, 
covering the baok oountry for miles on 
either hand. No army oould get in the rear 
of Fort Wright yet, without eneountering 
extreme diffionlties. As it is, it seems that 
a suoosssfnl movement of General Halleok 
can alone solve our diffionlties hers. Com- 
modore Foote seems to bo waiting, and it 
oan only be, it seems to ms, for a sueoesoful 
blow at Corinth. Memphio in our hands, 
Fort Wright (just below us) and Fort Pil- 
low (just above Memphis), most both fall 
erithont a blow. How long shall we have 
to wait here? 

A man named Harry Copeland, said to be 
from Memphis, has bMU arrested as a spy. 
He was peddling ohiokens. 

Yesterday, Sunday, we went op the river 
as high as Island 21 to make a reoouuois- 
sanoe and to biiagdown a ooople of wharf 
boats, to be oouverted into barracks for the 
soldiers. These wharf boats had bseu used, 
one at New Madrid and the other at Mitch- 
ell’s Landing; but, haring been out looee 
by the rebels, were found by our people 
and made fast to the shore, one at the mouth 
of Ubien river, and the other a little higher 



ets on the other side, thus predueiag Ihe im- 
preesioB that our aivanoe would bo by the 
railroad. 

This aoeomplished, tke entire foroa wts 
thrown aoross the oountry about a nsilii, 
and put on the road leadisg from Stv»Boe on 
to Bridgeport. The middle eoln uu sow 
advanced at a rapid pace. Our i ovpo au 
taoked those of the enemy and f reed them 
from the Bridgeport roa<l. Wa ihss su 3 - 
needed in makiog a ecmplete eorpris*, 
immediately forming our line of battle on 
the crest of a wooded kill, within five han> 
dred yards of the works eonstruoted to de- 
fend the bridge. At our first il:e tke rebels 
broke and ram. They atiompted to Mow up 
the main bridge, but felled. Taey then at- 
teapted to fire the further extremity, but 
the volunteers, at my eall, poshed forward 
in the fire and saved the bridge From the 
island to the main ohore we oould net oava 
it. It is of small moment, its lesg'h being 
four hundred and fifty feet. 

Prisoners report five regiments of infan- 
try and aighteen hundred oavairy oUiiiurd 
at the bridge 

This oampnign is ended, and I now oeen- 
py Huntsvilta in perfect seeority, while in 
ail Alabama north of the Toanoooee river 
floats no flag but the old ona.

Informatioa wag received at Norfolk yes- 
terday that Capt. Mclnfoah, the guppoeed 
oommander of the gunboat Louisiana (rebel) 
at New Orleans, haJ baen btdly wounded; 
when or where was not stated. 

From the aame source it was also ascer- 
tained that Capt. Thomas Huger, supposed 
to be oommander of tbe McRae, was mortal- 
ly wounded in the same engagement. 

Fobteiss Mosnos, May 1 . — Special to 
7Hme $. — Three or four rebel boats off Sew- 
all’s Point this morning appeared to be 
plao‘ng buoys to mark the channel. 

Oen. Prentiss and two hundred Federal 
prisoners had arrived at Belma, Alabama 
The offioere are to bs sent to T^adega and 
the privates to Montgomery. 

Com. Holline passed through Columbia on 
Saturday, en route for Richmond. He is 
amssed at the fall of New Orleans. It is 
stated that there were one hundred heavy 
guns in position between Fort Jackson and 
the oity; that the Lonisiaaa was ready and 
waiting; that numerous boarding parties 
were organized to take the national vessels 
at all hasarde, and that the Missiseippi, 
although unfiaished, oouid, if necessary, 
be brought into notion.

The editore are urgently 
ealling on’ the people to reinforce Prioe at 
Fort Wright, as the only hope of the ealva- 
tion of the oity. 

Gov Yates left toauight for Pittsburg with 
a hospital steamer and a large quantity of 
military stores. 

PiTTSBcno LABDina, May 2 — A general 
order was issued yeaterday transferring 
Major General Thomae* division from the 
Army of the Ohio to the Army of the Ten- 
nessee, and Msjor General Thomas takes 
command of the army formerly under Oen 
Grant, of which the divisions of MoCler- 
nand and Wallace are to oonstitute a re 
nerve under MeClernand. Major Oeneral 
Grant will retain oommand of his dietriot, 
iooluding the army oorpg of Tsnnesses, but 
in the present movement will act as second 
in command under the Major General com- 
manding the department. 

Cairo, May 2 — General Lew. Wallace’s 
division has taken possession of Purdy 
without opposition.

The Commeroial publishes passages of a 
letter from Oen. Grant, iq reply to a letter 
informing him of tbe nature of the oriti- 
oiecsof mansgementof the battle of Pitts 
burg. Oeneral Grant says: I will go on 

and do my duty to my very b«8t ability, 
without praise, and do all I con to bring 
tbe war to a speedy oloee. I cm not an 
aspirant for any thing at the olose of the 
war. There ie one thing that I feel well 
Assured of, that is I have the oonfidenoe of 
every brave man in my commaud Those 
who showed the while feather will do all in 
their power to attiact attention from them- 
s lives I had perhaps a dezen offioers ar- 

rrs ed for cowardice in the first day’s fight 
These men are neoestarily my enemiee As 
to the talk about snprfss hare, nothing oonld 
be morefa?se If the enemy had sintug word 
when and where they would attack us. we 
could not have been better prepared. Skir- 
mishing had been going on for two days 
between our reoonnoiteriag parties and the 
enemy’s advance. I did not believe, how 
ever, that they intended to make a deter- 
mined attack, but simply maintained a re 
oonnoiteriog force. My headquortern were 
Savannah, though I nsually spent tbe day 
at Pitfsbnrg Landing Troops were con. 
stantly arriving to be ass'gned to brigades 
and divisions All were ordered to report 
to Savannah, making it necessary to keep 
an officer and some one there I was alai 
looking for Qen. Bnell to arrive, and it wae 
important I should have every arrengement 
oamplete for his speedy transit to this side 
of the river. 

The Commeroial’s oorreepondent with 
Gen. Mitchell’s army gives the following 
explanation of tbe manner in which Beau- 
regard’s dispatch was takeo at Huntsville 
The wires were broken at a point beyond 
Huntsville, and it was being prepared by the 
operator there to be forwarded by locomo- 
tive to Chattanooga, and thenoe repeated by 
telegraph to Richmond, when Qen. Mitchell 
snrprised the town and instantly seized the 
telegraph office. General Mitohell himself 
solved the cypher, after an hour’s etudy. 
There is no doubt aa to the gennineneei of 
the dispatch. 

Bfanregard lost not less than 20,000 men 
in killed, wounded and miaeing, and the 
s:ok, used up and panic etrioken, during hie 
movement from Corinth upon Pittsburg 
Landing. 

Bgroni Yorktowr, May 1.— On Tuesday 
a steamboat was seen with a load of troops 
before Yorktown. They probably oame 
from West Point, thirty miles above, indioa- 
ting that the enemy ore being reinforoed 
inatead of preparing to evaouaie. 

Battery No. — , at the month cf Wermley’e 
Creek, commanding rebel water batteries at 
Yorktewnand Gloucester, opened yesterday 
afternoon on tha enemy’s ehippinr, at range 
of about two miles. The first shot, whioh was 
followed in rapid suooeseion by others, 
oansed the rebel vessels to beat a hasty re- 
treat out of range. No damage wae sup- 
posed to be sustained by the vessels, as the 
range bad not been obtained. The gune 
were then directed towards the works at 
Yorktown and Olonoester, with the view of 
getting a reply. They were not long kepi 
waiting, when the large pivot gun on the 
heights of Yorktown sent a merienger 
whioh oaused every one to jump for the 
Irenehee. The fire was now kept np quite 
briskly for about two hours from both sidea, 
with no damage so far as we are ooncerned, 
although some of their ehells oame too oloee 
to make it pleasant. Some of cur shells 
were seen to explode directly over the ene- 
my’s parapets, whioh a moment before were 
lined with men. About sixty shots were 
fired from one hundred and two hundred 
pounder ParroUa during the afternoon. 
What damage the enemy has sustained is 
amknewii. 

Snoono Epirion — The enemy opened 
upon onr parallel, where the workmen were 
at work, about dark, throwing shells at in- 
tervals during the nigh. No one woe hurt.

Two deeertera belonging to the Miseis- 
sippi battalion, oommanded by CoL Tyler, 
encamped near Yorktown, come in lost 
night while on pioket duty. They ate both 
Northern men.

Generals Johnston and Mogruder mode 
speeches lost week to %'\ the troops, calling 
OB tfaeoi to use every exertion to defeat the 
NoKhem invaders; that they ehould never 
earrender oe long os there woe a man 1^; 
that if they were defeated at Yorktown tke 
oaoee of the Confederacy wae gone, as they 
Wire dstermined to eink thtir oanse in this 
their lost bottle-
